Pieces of plastic are replac­ 
ing paint on some of Lincoln’s 
streets. 
The replacement program is 
an experiment to see whether 
the plastic — in the form of 
checkerboards, lines and ar­ 
rows — will, in the long run, do 
the same job as paint for the 
same price or less. 
“Obviously paint is cheaper,’’ 
City Traffic Engineer Robert 
Holsinger said, 
“but 
we’re 
looking at durability versus 
cost.’’ 
He said if the plastic lasts as 
long as three or four years, the 
city is money ahead. Turn ar­ 
rows» for example, cost $40, but 
that comes to only $8 a year if 
Hiey don’t have to be replaced 
for five years. 
The experiment includes the 


intersections of 9th and P, 9th 
and Q and 9th and R, plus 
plastic stop lines on 0 St. at 9th 
and 10th. The crosswalk lines 
a r e 
c h eckerboard-fashion. 
made up of small squares of 
the white, reflective, adhesive- 
backed plastic. 
Holsinger said one advantage 
of that method is that just those 
squares that get the wear need 
be replaced. If the line were 
painted, the whole line would 
have to be repainted. 
At first, he said, the plastic 
sticks up above the level of the 
pavement, although after 
a 
while it sinks down. This means 
no problems with snowplows 
and eaaly visible markings in 
the spring, when paint is at its 
worst.

buildings as far as 17 blocks 
away, broke windows in city

Employes in city hall 
were showered with glass.

Death Penalty 
Alvarez 
Sentence 
Is Upheld 


Attorneys to 
Appeal Case

The Nebraska Supreme Court 
Friday refused to set aside the 
death 
penalty 
imposed 
on 
Thomas A. Alvarez, a former 
Denver youth who 
pleaded 
guilty to a 1966 rape slaying in 
Lincoln. 
Attorneys for the 23-year-old 
Alvarez said they expect to 
appeal, if necessary, to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Alvarez pleaded guilty to 
first degree murder in the 1966 
death of Mrs. Mary O’Shea of 
Lincoln and drew the death 
s e n t e n c e from Lancaster 
County District Judge Bartlett 
Boyles. It was the first instance 
of the death penalty being 
assessed by a judge rather than 
a jury since Nebraska law was 
changed to permit non-jury 
trials of first degree murder 
cases and to allow a judge 
rather than a jury to prescribe 
capital punishment. 
The death sentence was af­ 
firmed by the State Supreme 
Court in 1967 but returned to 
the court on a post-conviction 
proceeding. 
While refusing 
to 
permit 
Alvarez to withdraw his guilty 
plea, the Supreme Court com­ 
mented philosophically on the 
death penalty. 
Views on capital punishment 
may vary, the court said. But if 
capital punishment is to be 
abolished, this will have to be 
done by the 
U.S. 
Supreme 
Court or by the Legislature and 
not 
by 
the State Supreme 
Court, the opinion said. 
A. Michael Alesio of Lincoln, 
one of Alvarez’ court-appointed 
attorneys, said a rehearing will 
be asked. If this is denied he 
and co-«ounsel, Rkhard Goos, 
will have to decide whether to 
appeal directly to the U.S. 
Supreme Court or begin new 
proceedings in 
the 
federal 
district court which ultimately 
could lead to the Supreme 
Court, he said. 
Alvarez maintained that his 
plea of guilt was motivated by 
an understanding that if he 
were tried by a jury, persons 
opposed to the death penalty 
would be excluded from the 
jury, as was the practice at the 
time. This threat of a “hanging 
jury” made his guilty plea in­ 
voluntary, he argued. 
The U.S. Supreme Court in 
the celebrated case Wither­ 
spoon V Illinois has held that a 
death sentence cannot be im­ 
posed by a jury from which 
persons opposed to the death 
penalty were excluded. 
The problem with the Alvarez 
argument, the State Supreme 
Court said, is that he was not 
tried by a jury so picked, nor is 
the appeal being made from a 
jury sentence. 
“The evidence does indicate 
that in some unknown degree 
the defendant may have been 
motivated 
to 
plead 
guilty 
because of his belief that a jury 
would not only convict him, but 
would 
impose 
the 
death 
penalty,” said the 
opinion, 
w r i t t e n 
by 
Judge 
Hale 
McCown for th e unanimous 
court. 
“It does not follow that his 
imformed decision to 
plead 
guilty 
became 
involuntary 
because the anticipated sen­ 
tence did not follow. 
“A l t h o u g h an otherwise 
voluntary plea of guilty may 
have been partially motivated 
by the expectation that the 
penalty imposed by the court 
on such a plea would be less 
than, or different from, the 
penalty imposed by a jury upon 
conviction, the guilty plea does 
not become involuntary solely 
because the sentence of the 
court is not the one expected.” 
Alvarez also had relied on a 
1968 U.S. Supreme Court opin­ 
ion known as the Jackson 
case, outlawing that jwrtion of 
the federal kidnapping a c t 
which provided that only a jury 
could impose the death penalty 
and that a waiver ef jury trial 
automatically insured a defen­ 
dant against a death penalty. 
The nation’s highes court held 
such a provision discourages a 
defendant from asserting his 
5th Amendment right to plead 
innocent and demand a jury 
trial. 
The Nebraska court said the 
Alvarez case does not come 
within the framework of the 
Jackson case.

Some Librarians Want It Back; 
Characters Depicted As Animals

A children’s picture book en­ 
titled “Sylvester and the Magic 
Pebble” has been pulled from 
public school shelves, Lincoln 
school officials confirmed Fri­ 
day. 
The book, designed for ages 4 
to 8, was pulled because of one 
page portraying policemen as 
pigs, according to John Prasch, 
superintendent of the public 
schools. 
The book is carried by the 
Lincoln City Libraries and is 
also available for sale in at 
least two department stores. 


Sylvester and 
the 
Magic 
Pebble is the 1969 winner of the 
Caldecott Award — an award 
granted on the basis of the 
book’s 
illustrations 
by 
the 
children’s 
division 
of 
the 
American Library Assn. 
The move has been protested 
by most of the Lincoln Public 
Schools’ librarians. 
Eighteen 
out of 22 of the schools media 
specialists signed a letter to 
Prasch 
and 
Dr. 
R. 
L. 
F r e d s t r o m , 
as sociate 
superintendent for instruction, 
requesting return of the book. 
In the group’s letter, the 
media specialists pointed out 
that the book was not only a 
national award winner but that 
it has been favorably reviewed 
by such names as Book List, 
School Library Journal, Satur­ 
day Review and the New York 
Times. 
The book was a runner-up for 
the 
1970 
New 
York 
Book 
Awards 
hi 
the 
children’s 
literary category. 
Prasch said the book has 
been taken from the public 
school shelves because it has a 
pictorial 
representation 
of 
policemen as pigs. 
“We have a program in con­ 
junction with the police that 
works very hard at improving 
the image 
of 
police 
with 
children . . .” 
Prasch 
said. 
“We think it is inconsistent 
then, in the light of that pro­ 
gram, to run the risks of any of 
the current connotations.” 
School librarians, who said 
they were hestitant to 
be 
quoted by name because of job 
pressures, reported that none 
of the children subjected to the 
book while it was in the ^hool 
libraries apparently made a 
connection between policemen 
pictured as pigs in derogatory 
terms. 
One librarian reported doing 
a test run on the book where 
she read it to first graders. The 
children were so impressed 
with the story that they drew 
impressions of the story and 
sent them back to her. Not one 
pig was pictured nor was a 
policeman 
pictured 
in 
the 
children’s 
illustrations, 
she 
said. 
The book is an animal fan­ 
tasy involving a donkey named 
Sylvester who is lost for a year. 
In the course of trying to locate 
their son, Sylvester’s parents 
who are also donkeys ask 
neighbors and friends who are 
also pictured as animals. One 
neighbor is also pictured as a 
pig. In the course of trying to 


locate their son, the donkey 
parents ask the police, who are 
illustrated as pigs. 
The book is a publication of 
Windmill Books. The illustra­ 
tions were done by William 
Steig. a cartoonist for The New 
Yorker. 
Mrs. 
Robert 
Krause 
of 
Windmill Books said Steig did 
the illustrations for the book 
“long before the whole thing of 
the pigs came up. It was com­ 
pletely unintentional.” 
Dr. Fredstrom said Com­ 
munity Police Coordinator Ben 
Goble and Police Chief Joe 
Carroll said they did not think 
it was a good choice of book. 
Fredstrom stressed that the 
public schools are not com­ 
mitted to opinions of law en­ 
forcement officials but that the 
school system merely asked for 
their Judgment. 
Fredstrom 
disagrees 
that 
most of the schools’ m e d i a 
specialists were in favor of the 
book. 
“A number of our elementary 
school librarians had also ex­ 
pressed their displeasure with 
the book when it was received 
and 
evaluated,” 
Fredstrom 
said. He did not specify how 
many. 
School officials emphasized 
that the book was not ordered. 
Thirty-two subscriptions of the 
book at $2.25 each were sent to 
the public schools as part of the 
schools’ membership in the 
Junior Literary Guild. 
The book was not previewed 
by anyone in the Lincoln schools 
prior to its 
p u r c h a s e , 
Fredstrom said. It happened to 
be one of the books on a 
subscription 
list 
o f f e r e d 
through the literary guild. 
Fredstrom said the last inci­ 
dent of pulling a book off 
library shelves was about two 
years ago when school officials 
took off Little Black Sambo. 
The Lincoln Public Schools 
had 
also 
removed 
Dick 
Gregory’s book “Nigger” to 
review the language in it after 
parents had complained, but 
this book will go back into the 
school 
libraries 
next 
fall, 
Prasch said.

Arab guerrillas ambushed an 
Israeli school 
b u s on the 
Lebanese frontier Friday, kill­ 
ing seven children and three 
adults. Mothers of five of the 
children were injured in 
a 
truck 
wreck 
later 
while 
speeding to the scene. 
Israel 
retaliated 
against 
Lebanon 
by 
shelling 
four 
border villages, a 
military 
spokesman said in Beirut. In 
New York, the Lebanese am­ 
bassador told the United Na­ 
tions the attacks killed eight 
Lebanese civilians, 
seriously 
wounded 
24 
others 
an d 
destroyed 
or 
damaged 
70 
houses. 
In Amman, the Jordanian 
capital, the ultraleft Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine-General 
Command 
announced in a message to 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
and the Egyptian people that it 
had ambushed the school bus. 
The General C o m m a n d 
recalled its vow to avenge the 
Israeli bombing of an Egyptian 
school April 8 in which Cairo 
claimed more than 30 children 
were killed. Friday’s attack, 
the message said, was the 
fulfillment of a pledge to repay 
in kind the spilling of Arab 
blood. 
The General Command said 
three rockets hit the bus at 
close range, destroying it. 
Israel’s 
Foreign 
Ministry 
termed the guerrilla ambush of 
the school bus Friday morning 
“wanton murder” and pro­ 
tested to th e U.N. Security 
Council. Most of the children 
were said to have been first- 
graders, 6 to 8 years old. 
The wounded children, many 
of whom lost limbs, were flown 
to hospitals. 
The Israeli account said the 
ambushers opened up first with 
bazookas and then sprayed the 
bus with bullets as it took the 
children from Kibbutz Baram, 
less than one mile from the 
Israeli-Lebanese 
border, 
to 
Moshav Doven six miles away. 
The ambush of the bus and 
the killing or wounding of so 
many children was certain to 


touch off a public outcry in 
Israel for vengeance and it was 
considered 
likely 
that 
the 
Israeli armed forces would 
retaliate with another major 
raid into southern Lebanon. 
Later Monday the Israeli air 
force struck Egyptian military 
installations along the 
Suez 
Canal for 75 minutes as part of 
the continuing Israeli campaign 
to 
wipe out 
Egyptian 
ait 
defenses and keep Egypt from 
rebuilding them. A spokesman 


said all planes returned safe­ 
ly. 
A spokesman for El Fatah 
said the guerrilla organization 
was conducting an investiga­ 
tion Into the bus ambush which, 
he emphasized, “goes against 
our whole strategy.” 
The spokesman declared that 
the 
ambush 
provided 
the 
Israelis with the pretext for 
which they have been looking» 
to “depopulate the whole of 
southern Lebanon.”

Washington (UPI) — The 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO) wants to try out a 
“freedom-of-choice” s c h o o l 
system that could become its 
most controversial social ex- 
périment. 
Poor people frequently have 
no choice but to send their 
children to bad schools, while 
those with more money can buy 
better 
education 
for 
their 
y o u n g s t e r s . The OEO’s 
“education 
voucher” 
p l a n 
would make it possible for the 
poor to “shop” for good schools 
and enroll their children — at 
government expense. 
Applied to the nation’s entire 
educational 
s y s t e m , the 
proposal perhaps would amount 
to a change as radical as the 
concept of free public education 
itself was in the early days of 
the nation. 
The idea is as simple in 
theory as it would be com­ 
plicated 
in 
practice: 
the 
government 
would 
i s s u e 
certificates — e d u c a t i o n 
vouchers — to all parents of 
school 
age 
children. 
The 
parents 
would decide what 
school 
they 
wanted 
their 
children to attend — public, 
private or parochial — and turn 
over the vouchers as payment 
of tuition. The schools would 
cash the vouchers with the 


government 
to 
get 
their 
operating funds. 
Only schools open 
to all 
students, regardless of race, 
religion, national origin 
or 
economic status, 
would 
be 
eligible to take vouchers. To 
give all applicants 
a 
fair 
chance to get into the best 
schools, a lottery system of 
enrolment would oe leqaired to 
choose at least part of entering 
classes. Transportation costs 
for students would be included 
In voucher payments. 
Despite 
these 
safeguard.s 
against 
discrimination, 
the 
potential for argument is ob­ 
vious. 
Because some S o u t h e r n 
states sought to use voucher 
plans to help white parents 
place their c h i l d r e n in 
segregated private schools, the 
idea arouses deep suspicion 
among 
civil 
rights 
sup­ 
porters. 
Persons 
concerned 
about 
separation of church and state 
may challenge the right of the 
government to pay the tuition 
of children in schools operated 
by religious groups, and many 
professional educators are sure 
to charge that the proposal will 
seriously damage the already 
beleaguered public s c h o o > 
system.

State Sen. Henry F. Pedersen 
Jr. of Omaha has endorsed 
Gov. Norbert T. Tlemann’s re- 
election bid and unleashed a 
scathing 
attack 
a g a i n s t 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Frank 
Marsh. 
At a statehouse news con­ 
ference, Pedersen said Marsh 
was responsible for ihe Omaha 
lawmaker’s 
name 
b e i n g 
publicized as a possible petition 
candidate for governor in the 
November general election. 
“This story appears to have 
emanated out of the office of 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Frank 
Marsh,” Pedersen said. 
“It 
would appear to be an effort to 
harm the re-election of Gov. 
Tiemann.” 
The possibility of Pedersen 
becoming a petition candidate 
surfaced two days after the 
May 12 primary when Deputy 
Secretary of State Allen J. 
Beermann 
reported 
t h a t 
several people had inquired 
about how they could enter 
Pedersen on 
the 
November 
ballot. 
However, it was later pointed 
out that Nebraska law prohibits 
a candidate who had lost in the 
primary for running again in 
the general election. 
Pedersen, who was soundly 
defeated 
by 
Marsh 
in the 
Republican primary race for 
lieutenant , governor, 
s a i d 
Marsh and’ his staff “knew 
what the law was but allowed 
the rumor to develop.” 
Pedersen also said Marsh 
was responsible for a “rumor’ 
that the Omaha lawmaker was 
moving to Colorado to manage 
a recreational development in 
which he has recently invested. 
“This also is not true,” he 
said. “A rumor like this could 
only come from a lellow like 
Marsh who has had his nose in 
the public trough too long — 
and this isn’t sour grapes.” 
Pedersen refused to comment 
on what possible motivation 
Marsh might have to hurt 


Tiemann’s re-election chances. 
He also said his defeat by 
Marsh was because “I jus: 
couldn’t overcome a^household 
name.” 
Pedersen said he met with 
Tiemann earlier in the day and 
told him of his endorsemeni 
and offered 
to 
assist 
the 
governor “in any way he thinks 
I can be of service.” 


The Omaha lawmaker said 
he decided to back Tiemann 
only after he bud made a 
careful 
study of Tiemann’s 
record 
and 
c a m p a i g n 
statements and compured them 
with 
those 
of 
Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate J. J. 
Exon of Lincoln. 
He said he believes Timeann’s 
campaign p r o m i s e not to 
launch any new broad pro­ 
grams and to consolidate those 
initiated 
during 
h is 
ad­ 
ministration. 
Exon, he said, “seeks only to 
feed on people who do no: 
understand the issues and pro­ 
grams.” He said Exon pro­ 
bably would have initiated the 
same programs if he had been 
governor instead of Tiemann. 
Pedersen said he received 
many calls and letters urging 
him to run as a petition can­ 
didate but suid he would have 
declined even if he were eligi­ 
ble because it would have only 
harmed the Republican par­ 
ty. 
“I am a Republican. I want 
to stay a Republican and I 
want to see Republicans re­ 
elected,” he said. 
Pedersen also urged Lt. Gov. 
John E. Everroad not to at­ 
tempt a 
petition candidacy 
against 
Republican 
U . S . 
Senator Roman Hruska. Ever­ 
road has said he is considering 
running as a petition candidate 
against 
H r u s k a 
in 
the 
November general election.

If these same persons are looking for 
reasons to believ e in the sy stem, they cou ld 
now find it in the report of the special g rand 
ju ry inv estig ating the police raid on a Black 
Panther apartment in Chicag o. 


This streng thens the belief of some that the 
raid was a search and destroy maneu v er of the 
Chicag o police, bu t the confidence in the sy stem 
comes from the fact that the ju ry did a thorou g h 
job and did not hesitate to blast the Chicag o 
police. State's Attorney Edward V. Hanrahan, the 
crime laboratory and the coroner's office. 
The g rand ju ry fou nd that the raid was the 
resu lt of police fears of the Panther threat “ou t of 
proportion to the miniscu le nu mber of members.'’ 
It criticized the crime laboratory for alleg edly 
fu rnishing incomplete and erroneou s information 
to Hanrahan’s office, the coroner’s office for not 
immediately sealing off the slay ing scene. 
The FBI was praised for its fine cooperation 
with the ju ry . It constru cted a mock-u p of the 


Panther apartment for u se by the ju ry . 
Ihe 
Ju stice Department at the ju ry 's requ est made 
wha! one federal official said was the “most ex ­ 
hau stiv e au topsy since the assassination of Presi­ 
dent .lohn F. Kennedy " on the body of the slain 
Fred Hampton. 


The ju ry was critical of pu blicity in the 
press. It specifically mentioned Hanrahan s 
action of g iv ing ex clu siv ely to the Chicag o 
Tribu ne official photos of the slay ing scene. 


The report was a strong condemnation of the 
entire law enforcement handling of the affair. It 
came to this conclu sion withou t the assistance of 
the su rv iv ing Black Panthers who refu sed to 
testify before an all white ju ry . 
This left the ju ry to conclu de that the Pan­ 
thers “arc more interested in the issu e of police 
persecu tion than they are in obtaining ju stice.” 
The g rand ju ry report in Chicag o shou ld g iv e 
those who believ e they mu st work ou tside the 
sy stem cau se for re-ev alu ation.

In the crime-ridden climate of Chicag o a 
Ju ry had the cou rag e to come u p with a 
searching report, with no whitewashing of the 
u npleasant facts.

Berkeley , Calif. — The disru ptiv e road trav ­ 
eled by the Univ ersity of California at Berkeley 
since 1964 reached its inev itable destination last 
week when academic freedom was cu rtailed in 
dozens of classrooms — inclu ding philosophy 
Prof. John Searle’s cou rse in ethics. 
The deeply distu rbing 
bu t u npu blicized episode 
in Searle’s classroom is 
steeped in irony . A dy ­ 
namic y ou ng liberal who 
championed stu dent reb­ 
els in Berkeley ’s 1964 
Free Speech Mov ement, 
Searle passionately op­ 
poses the Vietnam war. 
Bu t he will not capitu ­ 
late to the “ strike” — 
specifically , demands by

an emotion-drenched rally of 15,000 stu dents and 
facu lty that the u niv ersity “reconstitu te” itself 
with radical cou rse chang es following the Cam­ 
bodian crisis.

While sharing student o utrag e o v er Cam­ 
bo dia, Searle reco g nizes the naked threat to 
academic freedo m here and has refused to sur­ 
render co ntro l o f his co urse. Thus, when his 
class co nv ened last week, an intruder was 
present: a student strike leader who berated 
Searle and co nducted his o wn “ reco nstituted 
co urse. Altho ug h few students jo ined this rump 
sessio n, the rest were so wo rried abo ut their 
phy sical safety that they asked Searle to co nduct 
future sessio ns in his ho me.

Searle’s was’ by no means the only classroom 
whose sanctity was v iolated last week. In con­ 
trast to satisfaction by Berkeley ’s administrators 
ov er the v iolence-free week, Searle and other 
thou g htfu l professors are stu nned by the assau lt 
on liberal edu cation. Moreov er, what is happening 
at Berkeley is no long er ex ceptional bu t is ty pical 
of the nationwide campu s crisis. 
Rather than endu re classroom intru sions, 
manv professors hav e su ccu mbed to the strike 
bv either cancelling classes or tu rning them 
ov er to stu dents for reconstitu tion.

Seabu ry ag reed that his 
cou rse in foreig n policy shou ld consider the 
Cambodian qu estion, bu t that wasn’t enou g h.

The result was 40% student 
absenteeism in his class last week plus a bo y co tt 
by abo ut half o f a seminar he co nducts.

Prime Minister Wilso n is the supreme case in 
po int. By all that is ho ly and much that is pro fane, 
he is a mo numental failure. He tried and failed to 
bring Britain into the Co mmo n Market. He tried 
and failed to bring peace in Vietnam. He tried and 
f a i l e d to sto p the dev elo pment o f a 
w h i t e 
supremacy reg ime in Rho desia. He tried and fail­ 
ed to break wildcat strikes. He tried and failed to 
defend the po und ag ainst dev aluatio n. 
But all these failures hav e the quality o f no t 
making wav es, 
o f 
av o iding 
challeng es, 
o f 
preserv ing the easy teno r o f British way s. So they 
are no t much held ag ainst the prime minister. 
Mo reo v er, his o ne big success — the rig hting o f 
the balance o f pay ments — falls into the same 
categ o ry . Fo r that was the wo rk o f a who lly 
unideo lo g ical chancello r o f the ex chequer, Ro y 
J enkins, carry ing o ut o rtho do x fiscal measures. 
What has happened is that the Wilso n g o v ern­ 
ment has made so cialism safe fo r Britain. It has 
do ne away with fears o f crazy natio nalizatio n 
schemes and ambitio us welfare pro g rams. And 
Wilso n, puffing o n his pipe in the best blimpish 
fashio n as if no thing had ev er g o ne wro ng , is the 
perso nificatio n o f this transfo rmatio n trick. 
But it happens that the prime minister’s self- 
assurance g ets under the skin o f the leader o f the 
o ppo sitio n. Faced with a benev o lent uncle. Heath 
co mes o n as the petulant nephew. Thus in the v ery

It could be a challenging

the 
entire 
enrolment at School Dist. 38 on 
Rt. 5, often called Burd School 
after the man donating the 
land. 
This to o k pla ce in 1870, which 
mea ns Dist. 3 8 begins its sec­ 
o nd century o f ex istence this 
fa ll. 
But even its biggest boosters 
today doubt that the tiny rural 
district is going to 
survive 
another 100 years before giving 
way to consolidated education. 
It already has contracted to 
send seventh and eighth grade 
students to the nearby Malcolm 
School District. 
It isn’t too difficult to believe 
the existing building was the 
original 
one 
built 
in 
1870. 
Despite constant renovation, it 
has a character all its own — 
100 years in the mak ing. Only a 
little imagination is needed to 
set a person to reminiscing and 
speculating.

For many y ears, the per 
d iem rate paid by one railroad 
for u se of another line’s box ­ 
cars was based on time only . 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission (ICC) established 
a formu la — the effectiv e d ate 
of which was postponed to Ju ne 
1 — basing per d iem partly on 
time and partly on mileage. 
Senate Bill 3223 and compan­ 
ion bills in the 
H o u s e of 
R e pr e s e nt ativ es 
wou ld 
establish that rental charges 
retu rn to and “be pred icated 
solely u pon the time a car is 
held or u sed .” 
Of the fiv e railroad s serv ing 
Nebraska, only one — the 
Chicago & North Western — is 
opposed to the pend ing legisla­ 
tion. 
The all-Repu blican Nebraska 
congressional d elegation 
s u p­ 
ports S. 3223 and the three 
companion bills in the Hou se, 
15 227,15 364 and 15371. 
Su pporters claim the new 
rate formu la wou ld resu lt in 
improv ed freight car u se and 
act as an incentiv e to allev iate 
the car shortage. 
Opponents, 
su ch 
as 
the 
Chicago S. 
North 
Western, 
claim the time-mileage sy stem 
most fairly d istribu tes among 
railroad s the costs of u sage and 
ownership of interchange cars. 
In a statement to cu stomers 
issu ed by Chicago & North 
Western Presid ent Larry S. 
Prov o in March, the q u estion of 
why some rail lines wou ld op- 
po.se the time-mileage method 
of compensation was posed .

S. 3223, which is now in the 
freight car shortages su bcom­ 
mittee of the Senate Commerce 
Committee, 
prescribes

basic principles which the ICC 
shou ld follow in setting the 
rental rates for freight eq u ip­ 
ment, say s a Union Pacific of­ 
ficial. 
“More 
important,” 
Union 
Pacific stated , “the pend ing 
legislation permits the ICC to 
impose penalty car hire rates 
on an 
e m e r g e nc y basis 
. . . when a 
s ho r t a g e or 
threatened shortage of freight 
cars ex ists.” 
The bills, argu es Chicago & 
North Western, wou ld “impose 
su ch incentiv es or higher d aily 


charges only on cars fou nd to 
be in short su pply . In other 
word s, it simply treats the 
problem that ex ists. 
“To change the basis of per 
d iem on all cars, as the pen­ 
d ing legislation wou ld d o, and 
ignore 17 y ears’ analy sis and 
litigation, appears to be u sing a 
shotgu n to remed y what the 
ICC’s rifle remed y d oes far 
more effectiv ely .” 
The primary objectiv e of the 
formu la ad opted in the pend ing 
legislation is to allow car 
owners to recov er, in ad d ition 
to their costs of ownership, 
su fficient profit so that in­ 
v estments in freight cars can 
compete 
for 
the 
av ailable 
d ollars with other inv estment 
opportu nities, observ ed Down­ 
ing B. Jenks, presid ent of 
Missou ri Pacific.

Sen. Roman Hru ska, R-Neb., 
a co-sponsor of S. 3223, d e­ 
scribed the action as d esigned 
“to prov id e legislativ e relif for 
the annu al freight car shortage 
which is plagu ing the West and 
the Mid west. 
“It was felt that the ICC was 
not going to prov id e effectiv e 
relief, especially in light of the 
new time mileage rate sy stem 
it proposes to enforce,” said 
Hru ska. 
Another of the Senate bill’s 
co-sponsors. Sen. Carl Cu rtis, 
R-Neb., noted that abou t 50 
rnillion bu shels of grain had to 
be piled on the grou nd d u ring 
the

s e a s o n 
in 
Nebraska. 
“We believ e a per d iem 
formu la as contemplated in (S. 
3223) will go a long way toward 
av erting a repetition of this 
cond ition,” Sen. Cu rtis said . 
At the present time, compan­

15227, 15364 and 15 371, are

Rep. Dav e Martin, R-Neb.,

The legislation will facilitate 
the retu rn of empty cars and 
d irect the ICC to pred icate the 
per d iem sy stem u pon time, 
said Rep. Glenn Cu nningham, 
R-Neb. 
“It is my sincere hope that 
t he 
D e mocratic-controlled 
Congress will see fit to mov e it 
along,” he said . 
Howard 
Elms, 
ex ecu tiv e 
secretary of 
the 
Nebraska 
Grain and Feed Dealers Assn., 
said his grou p has tried to get 
the pend ing legislation ou t of 
committee, bu t to no av ail. 
Elms said red u cing the cost 
of box car u se in the East and 
increasing the cost in the 
Mid west, as wou ld be d one 
u nd er the new time-mileage 
per d iem formu la, cannot help 
bu t hu rt the Mid west. 
“We hav e written to the ICC 
to postpone the Ju ne 1 effectiv e

“Whatever it takes to be at the top, we’ll pu t it ou t,’’ the 
28 3-pou nd all-pro offensive tackle for the New York Jets said of 
the 1970 campaig n which opens Ju ly 19 with a pre-season camp 
at Hofstra Colleg e. 
Hill, a seven-year pro veteran with 
the Jets after the Baltimore Colts g ave 
u p on him early when he left Texas 
Sou thern, was Here this week repre­ 
senting a Denver-based prepared meats 
company he works for du ring the off­ 
season. 


“They had drafted Bob Vog el No. 1 
and I was No. 10, so I didn’t make the 
team and was released the second 
week,’’ Winston noted of his brief stay 
in Baltimore. 


The big lineman h a s since become 
the mainstay of the Jets’ front fou r that protects Joe Namath 
as he hobbles arou nd behind the line of scrimmag e rifling his 
bu llet passes. 


No Jo e . . . Just Ha rd Wo rk 


“If anyone wants to be a winner, they’ll always need 
someone like Joe. If they can’t g et him, it’s ju st hard work,’’ 
Hill noted prou dly of his g impy-kneed qu arterback. 
“With a g u y like Joe, you don’t have to hold you r man 
ou t as long becau se he has su ch a qu ick release.’’ Namath 
w'as du mped less behind the line in 1969 than when the Jets 
won everything the previou s year. 
Hill says “the major factor that has contribu ted to the 
su ccess of ou r clu b is that the coaching staff and administration 
had the foresig ht not to try and win everything the first 
year, 


“ We started with you ng players, not those already at 
their {leak. The NFL had the established players in the beg inning 
(of the AFL), bu t now we have them becau se people like Gino 
Marchetti and Jim Parker have retired.” 


Hill likes New York’s chances “to win it all . . . all 
the way to the Su per Bowl,” in the n e w l y reorg anized pro 
football leag u e. “I don’t think the teams from the NFL in 
ou r division (Baltimore, Cleveland and Pittsbu rg h) will be 
involved in the playoffs.” 
Winston indicated the Jets “are not really weak anywhere 
and we’ll probably g o with ou r same team” in 1970.
